Claim 1 is amended to incorporate the recitations of claim 6. Claim 6 is 
canceled. 

Claim 7 is amended to depend from claim 1. 

Claim 9 is amended to incorporate the recitations of claim 15. Claim 15 is 
canceled. 

Claim 16 is amended to depend from claim 9. 

Therefore, no new matter is added through this amendment. 
Summary of the Official Action 

Applicants note with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter in 
claims 6, 7, 15, and 16. 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C.§102 (e) as anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,734,630 ("CHOI"). 

Claims 9, 14, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C.§102 (b) as anticipated by 
Applicant's admitted prior art. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as obvious over CHOI. 

Claims 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C.§1 03(a) as being obvious over 
Applicant's admitted prior art in view of CHOI.
